Claim 4 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. Applicant 
has amended claim 4 to particularly point and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
the applicant regards as the invention. 
Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. <S 102 

Claims 1 and 3 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bonell, (U.S. Pat. No. 3,417,551). Applicant has cancelled claim 1, thereby rendering 
its rejection moot. Claim 3 has been amended to depend from claim 2, which the 
examiner has Indicated as allowable if rewritten into independent fomn. Since the 
applicant has amended claim 2 into independent fonn, applicant believes that claim 3 Is 
now also in a condition for allowance. 
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ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

The examiner states that clafm 2 would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form. Accordingly, applicant has amended claim 2 to include the limitations of the base 
claim. Therefore, claim 2 should now be in condition for allowance.
